Who Will Follow! 
[Literary World.] 
Longfellow, 
Emerson, 
Whittier, 
Holmes, Lowell—what are we to do for 
authors when these are gone? Who is 
in the succession? On whom will their 
mantles fall? These questions are often 
asked in a despondent tone, as if Ameri­ 
can literature were to die with these. 
For one answer to them, it is enough to 
ask whether Ameriean literature died 
with Irving, and Coonier, aud Poe? And 
if thia is not enough, other answers are 
bj no means wanting. 
One such other is that in literature 
achievement is seldom related , and, 
therefore, fame is seldom duplicated. 
There has I teen but one Homer, one 
Dante, one Chauncey one S]H*nser, one 
Shakespeare, one Milton. 
Each indi­ 
vidual genius makes his own mark in 
his own place, an* passes away. 
No 
one copies it 
He* who attempts to copy 
it proves himself not a genius. 
It is 
not to be desired, that we should have 
new Longfellows, Emersons, Whittlers, 
Lowells, Holmeses. 
We do not want 
their sacred tou«*li to Itdcooie a common 
performance. 
Their 
followers must 
strike new paths for themselves. 
There is another thought. 
Great 
fames may Ive rising around us which 
we are too near to measure. Tile older 
generation of American 
authors, of 
which Bryant was one, have been be­ 
fore us so long as to become invested 
with some shadowy grandeur of the his­ 
toric personage. The present public 
has grown up, as it were, into their 
presence. It found them in jvossession 
of the field. They were already of the 
past, and the past is venerable. They 
were before the war, and the war has 
shoved the years that preceded it back 
into an honorable antiquity. 
Ours is a 
new era. 
It cannot yet be that the men 
who belong to the new era should seem 
to be of the same stature with the men 
of the old. They are too near us. We 
touch them daily. They are I Kine of our 
bone aud flesh of our ll-sli. 
But for the 
generation which shall come after, they 
may be looming up into the proportions 
which other figures wear to-dav. 
They 
have not yet assumed the historical 
perspective those lines alone determine 
fame. 
But there is another thought still. 
We shall never know, as a wise and 
thoughtful Hi-liolar said to us the other 
day, how much the civil war decimated 
our literary ranks.

Florence, Italy, in the month of May, 
1820. Her father was William E. Shore, 
a banker, who inherited the estates of 
Peter Nightingale, and, as tho will pro­ 
vided, changed his name to that of the 
person whose property fell to him.

She enjoyed all the* advantages, which 
were numerous, of persons in affluent 
circumstances, and early in life attained 
remarkable proficiency in several branch­ 
es of education. 
Very soon her pliilan • 
fthropic instincts led her to study, syste­ 
matically, the best ways and means to 
ameliorate the condition of the race, 
physically and morally.

He urged the neces­ 
sity of adopt<ug immediate mea*iir«*s 
hiking to the better sanitary condition 
of the city, and suggested stringent reg­ 
ulations for the suppression of nuisances.

Ile referred, also, in strong tot ma to 
the existence of the unsightly out-houses 
on the river bunks, characterizing them 
as excrescences upon public decency ami 
a disgrace to the civilization aud refine­ 
ment of the community. It was surpris- 
iugyhcsaid, how these places have been 
allowed to remain la full view of every 
passer ou the bridges, the noxious effl­ 
uvia siekeiung the nostrils and shaming 
the sight. Another soil rec of disease and 
a nuisance very little if any inferior to 
the privies, were the numerous pig stys 
located iu different portions of the city. 
The horrible stench emitted from these*
